FILES DENIAL TO 


TO ALLEGATIONS 


Say New Rate Charg­ 
ed Here Puts All 
Domestic C o n ­ 
sumers in Same 
Category. 


Categorical denial o f the allega­ 
tions in (omplaints of the Gettys­ 
burg Chamber of Commerce and a 
group of local apartment building 
owners 
against 
changes in the 
tar.ff of the 
Gettysburg 
water 
company is contained in the an­ 
swer of the public utility filed with 
the public service commission. 
The 
complainants 
protested 
against the rates, 
classifications, 
rules and practices of the water 
company as amended and against 
tho alleged discriminatory charac­ 
ter of rates and charges. 
The protest was based primarily 
upon the multinle minimum rate 
for 
apartment 
buildings, 
which 
went into effect July I. 
Under 
this rate system , 
the 
company 
I charges a 
minimum 
residential 
rate of $18 a year for every ten­ 
ant, office or business in the build­ 
ing, instead of a single commer­ 
cial minimum of $24 a year. 
No Date Sel 
The answer, filed with the com­ 
mission by Nauman and 
Smith. 
Harrisburg 
attorneys, 
says, 
in 
part: 
“ T he 
supplement 
complained 
against makes no change in the 
rates and tariffs, except insofar 
as they affect apartment houses or 
buildings containing mon* than one 
apartment. 
The rate per gallon

said. each particular owner or ten­ 
ant is defined as an individual con­ 
sumer and charged for water ac­ 
cordingly.

While the knowledge that she stood accused in the 
eyes of the law as the slayer of her husband visibly af­ 
fected the sickly woman, she had been prepared for the 
shock by her physician, Dr. C. G. Crist, who. a few mo­ 
ments before, gave her the first information that her 
husband had succumbed to the shotgun wound in the 
chest. 
Seemed Stunned At News 
Mrs. Liker appeared stunned by the news of her hus­ 
band’s death, being too overcome to give utterance to 
her thoughts. 
In order to prepare her for what the 
physician expected would he a second and almost as 
great a shock as the knowledge of her husband’s death__ 
the reading of the murder warrant— he gave Mrs. Liker a 
sedative to calm her frayed nerves.
